IX. CHAPLIN FOR BIMETALLISM. 

The speech at Edinburg on the silver ques- 
tion made by the Hon. Henry Chaplin, late 
President of the British Board ot Agricuit- 
ure, was a curious plea for making a cor- 
certed effort in favor of international bimet- 


allism. Heclaimed that the great: cause of 


the business depression in this and other 
countries, and especially the severely low 
price of wheat, is the demonetization of sil- 


ver in 1873 and the subsequent divergence of 


the relative values of metals, which has en- 
abled silver-using countries like India 4o 
export wheat at the present low price.” He 
proposed as a remedy for this, and to prevent 
the evil from growmg worse, an interna- 
tional agreement to revert to ‘the system 
which prevailed prior to 1873.“ He claimed 
that ari agreement as to the ratio between sil- 
ver and gold is possible, because the bimetal- 
list will accept any ratio rather than continue 
as now, and silver is so sensitive that ite 
market ratio will conform to any fixed inter- 
national ratio.” He argued that though an 
international agreement should make the 
fortunes of the owners of silver mines in the 
United States and Mexico that fact would not 
touch the questior e ite expediency and gen- 
eral utility. 

Evidentiy Mr. Chaplin would not class 
Bland, Warner, and some others of their ilk 
in this country as ** bimetallists,”’ since those 
gentlemen insist upon it that 154 or 16 to 1 
is the ratio that. must be adopted. But he 
surely is in the wrong in assuming that the de- 
preciation of silver enables India to export 
wheat at much lower prices than would be 
aceepted if the grain were paid for there on 
the gold basis. 
the important improvement in conditions 
which enables carriers to transport grain 


across the land and ocean for less than a 


quarter of what they could afford to accept 
forty years ago, that cheap internal transpor- 
tation has been introduced since then on Vast 
areas which used to know no better means of 
conveyance than the ox team or the back of 
a camel, or that the use of cheapened farm 
machinery puts it in the power of the farmer 


in this and other lands to raise wheat on the 


farm at a far less expenditure in gold dol- 
lars for labor per bushel than former- 
ly. He does not prove the absurd claim 
that the average wheat-grower in India con- 
tinues to rate the silver rupee at the value of 
a quarter of a century ago, when his annual 
taxes tell the contrary. Mr. Chaplin does not 
intimate any idea that Argentina just now is 
the great bear factor in the wheat markets of 
Great Britain, that country having a paper 
currency which is depreciated far more than 
silver. Nor does he explain how and why it 
is that the effects: claimed by him to. result 
from the demonetization of: silver did not ex- 
hibit themselves many years earlier. He afso 


omitted to mention that, reckoning on the 


ratio of 1544 or 16 to 1, the silver money ‘in 
circulation exceeds that of gold, both for the 
United Siates and for the whole world, a 
strange result of actual demonetization ” 
if such were the fact. 

As to the statement that ‘‘if silver con- 
tinues to fall there ie no reason why wheat 
should not cheapen indefinitely,” it may be 
remarked that neither is likely to remain long 
below the cost of production in the places 


whele they can be produced most cheaply, 
and that if those places contribute most of 


‘what 1s wanted for the world’s consumption 
tho supply from them will tend to keep down 
prices. The case in that respect would not be 
helped materially by cutting dowh the bushel 
measure to half ite present capacity, or the 
measuring unit of currency to half its pres- 
ent purchasing power. Mr. Chaplin probably 
is correct in his supposition that the market 
price of silver would conform to any fixed in- 
ternational ratio, bat this for the reason that 
itis not likely any such agreement can be 
made upon a ratio differing very widely from 
that of real relative valfé as determined by 
the actual cost of production « of both metals.

The Supreme Court is” not likely to waste 
much time over that kind of dishonest non- 
sense. The Constitution vests judicial powers 
in the Supreme Court. One of the functions 
of judicial power is to compare a statute with 
the Constitution, which is the sipremé law of 
the State, and see whether that. statute is in 
harmony with the Constitution, If in conflict 
with it then it is no law, and it is the right 
and duty of the Supreme Court so to decide. 
Neither the Legislature nor the Executive can 
| Barrow the constitutiox ally declared bounds 
ot the jurisdiction of the court. Nothing 
which purports to be a law is exempt from ite 
scrutiny when brought before it in a proper 
manner. 

The Constitution says that the ! Senatoriai 
‘districts shall be as nearly as practicable”’ 
equal in the number of inhabitants. It does 
not say they may be so, in the diseretion 
of a partisan legislative majority, but that 
they shall“ be so. The Constitution does 
not recommend or advise: it orders. It de- 
clares in the Bill ot Rights that “all elections 
shall be equal.” This is not to be regarded as 
a mere “glittering generality,” whatever 
e ae have thought to the 
contrary when they were enn their 
outrageous gerrymauder.

animal food consumed by the people of the 
United States, and:in addition thereto large 
quantities which are sent abroad to feed the 
inhabitants. of other lands. A considerable 
might 
have been willing to vote for the virtual con- 


fiscation of the means of transportation, this | 


including all the railroads and telegraph and 
telephone lines, the vessel property on the 
lakes and rivers, with so much as is owned by 
Americans on the ocean, and all the teaming 
material in the cities, They might have had 
no compunctions in regard to declaring for 
the confiscation of all the factories and pack- 
ing houses. down even to the tools of the 
working carpenter and shoe mender, who 
works on his own account. But the resolu- 
tion as offered was too broad for them, inas- 
much as it covered their own properties, the 
farms on which they raise food for them- 
selves and others. Hence they would have 
none of it. 

The agitation for State ownership of all 


property in the country is based on the theory 


that the owners ol the same are a very small 
minority of the people, and could not oppose 
the will of the majority if the latter had full 
voting power. This may be true of some 
other countries, but most emphatically is not 
true forthe United States. The latest census 
report shows that in 1890 67.7 per cent of 
the farms and 32.13 per cent of the city 


homes were owned by the families occupying: 


them, while the mortgage liens amounted to 
but 35%¢ per cent of the value of the farm 
homes so owned and 401, per cent of the value 


of the city homes. More thantwo-thirds of the 


farmers and nearly one-third of the occupants 
of city homes have a vital interest in resisting 
the demands of the Socialists. They have 
bought or otherwise acquired five-eighths of 
the value of their homes, and would much 
rather pay off the remaining three-eighths of 
indebtedness than turn the whole thing over 
to the State to be managed on the socialistic 
plan for the alleged benefit of the whole na- 
tion. Addingin the millions who have money 
to their credit in the savings banks, are the 
owners of shares in the transportation, min- 
ing, and other properties which it is proposed. 
to confiscate. the families of both classes of 
ownérs and their friends, itis easy to count 
up that a clear majority of the people of the 
United States have an abiding interest in ha v. 
ing the rights of individual ownership of 


property preserved, and they are not likely to 


be gained over by socialistic sophistries and 
lies to sympathize with or vote for State own- 
ership of what belongs to them. 

So the Socialist agitators have come to the 
wrong place. They are sowing their seed in 
what is for them barren ground when they 
try to disseminate their peculiar thievish no- 
tions among the people of the United States. 
If they would take the trouble to look at the 
facts, and had brains enough to understand 
the significance and force of those facts, they 
might see that they have committed them-

The 
people would be taxed heavily to pay the in- 
terest on thoge bonds, and would get coal no 
cheaper but far dearer than now, for the ex- 
pense of operating the mines on the paternal- 
istis plan would be increased enormously.  . 

But the Senator undoubtedly wants the 


mine owners to be paid in Populist fiat shin- 


plasters. The Populists are divided on this 
question of compensating the owners of rail- 
roads, coal mines, etc., for their property. 
Some think they should be paid nothing. 
Others think that as that would be dishonest 
they should be paid in money which will 
cost the government nothing.

Flood Sweeps Over ‘the City.

Victims Are Hustied from Their Houses 
and Taken to the Pesthouse<A Hup- 
dred Policemen Assist the Doctors in 


the Work=Doors Are Smashed in and | 
Invalids Carried tothe Ambalancee | 


One Man Held as Hostage Until He 

: Sells Where Hk Son Is Hid. | 
The Health Department yesterday made a 
round-up of the smallpox patients whose 
friends had up to that time refused to have 
them sent to the pesthouse, and in some cases 
resisted the health officers with sticks, 
stones, and guns. The undertaking being a 
decidedly dangerous one the Police Depart- 


ment was called on for protection and In- 


spector Lewis detailed 100 men, in command 
of Capt. Barcal of the Maxwell Street Station, 
to accompany the physicians and ambulances 
on their hazardous errand. 

This rebellion against the Health Depart- 
ment aud against the health of the city is 
confined to the ignorant classes among the 
Bohemian people. The intelligent Bohe- 
mians, ia the city government’ and on 
the police force, and the pastors of 
the Bohemian churches warmly support 
the health officefs. and condemn their 
ignorant and refractory countrymen. If the 


resistance of the immediate family of the sick 


was the only dunger the Health Department 
would never have asked for the support of an 
army of . policemen, But inasmuch as 
four health inspectors were pursued by 
a mob of 500 people on Troy street 
last Monday, shot at, knocked down, kicked,

PRICE OF CORDAGE GOES UP AGAIN. 


G. Weaver Loper, President of the New 
Company, Arrives in Chicago. 

G. Weaver Loper of New York, assistant to 
the President of the United States Cordage 
company, is at the Grand Pacific Hotel. Asa 
result of his visit the price of cotdage has 
been put up one-fourth of one cent a pound.

President of the U Tnited States Cordage com- 
pany, G. Weaver Loper is vittually President 
or Acting President.
